ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Ripley  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year  1970. 

With  the  present  positive  pressure  to  improve  our  environ¬ 
ment  it  will  be  of  interest  to  read  this  report  and  note  the 
direction  of  our  thoughts  and  actions. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  draws  attention  to  the 
work  being  carried  out  in  connection  with  the  new  sewage 
scheme.  If  the  work  had  not  commenced,  major  development 
of  the  area  would  have  had  to  cease.  It  is  a  great  pleasure  to 
report  its  progress  even  if  problems  arise  from  time  to  time. 

The  contrast  between  the  pleasant  comfort  of  the  new 
houses  and  the  problems  of  the  old  continues  to  stand  out.  The 
use  of  the  Improvement  Grant  Schemes  tend  to  narrow  the 
gap  and  has  made  many  a  house  a  pleasure  to  its  occupants. 
A  bath  !  or  a  shower  !  and  an  indoor  toilet ! 

Environmental  problems  arising  from  the  increased  road 
traffic  through  the  town  has  led  to  considerable  reactions.  The 
proposed  by-pass  is  at  last  within  sight.  Are  the  problems 
associated  with  very  large  heavy  vehicles  which  will  use  our 
new  industrial  areas  sufficiently  appreciated  ? 

Immunisation  schemes  go  forward  with  the  constant 
activity  of  the  general  practitioners.  Much  of  the  disease  we 
used  to  know  is  now  prevented. 

Chronic  diseases  of  middle  and  old  age  remain  problems 
to  be  solved. 

Circulatory  diseases  are  far  too  common  and  need  more 
research  into  prevention. 

As  has  been  stated  elsewhere  habits  (cigarette  smoking  and 
coal  burning)  and  behaviour  (drugs)  tend  to  be  our  problems. 

The  replacement  of  worn-out  equipment  for  old  people  was 
a  considerable  concern  to  your  Home  Safety  Committee. 

There  remains  much  work  to  be  done  in  this  cheerful  and 
energetic  town. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  the  interest  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  in  health  matters,  especially  those  of  the  environment. 

The  staff  of  your  department  have  had  another  year  of 
pleasant  and  fruitful  co-operation.

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STATISTICS 


The  Statistics  which  appear  in  this  report  have  been 
compiled  from  information  received  from  a  number  of  sources 
throughout  the  year. 

They  are  kept  to  a  minimum  in  this  report,  but  some  are 
necessary  so  that  comparisons  can  be  made  with  previous  years. 

The  Registrar  of  Births  and  Deaths  for  Ripley  supplies  a 
weekly  return  giving  details  of  births  and  deaths  occurring  in 
the  area. 

Notifications  of  infectious  disease  are  sent  in  by  Medical 
Practitioners  and  in  cases  of  Tuberculosis  sometimes  by  the 
Chest  Physicians  and  Hospital  Medical  Officers. 

The  notification  of  suspected  cases  is  most  important,  for 
instance  in  poliomyelitis,  food  poisoning  and  dysentery. 
Telephone  communications  are  much  appreciated  and  can  save 
a  great  deal  of  time. 

Additional  information  about  infectious  disease  and 
undiagnosed  illnesses  comes  from  hospitals,  school  teachers, 
parents,  health  visitors  and  casual  conversations. 

At  weekly  and  quarterly  intervals,  details  regarding 
infectious  disease,  births  and  deaths,  are  received  from  the 
Registrar  General.  This  enables  a  watch  to  be  kept  on  any 
unusually  prevalent  disease  in  the  County,  or  surrounding 
districts  or  towns. 

Information  received  from  Medical  Officers  of  Health  or 
Port  Medical  Officers  about  travellers  leads  to  surveillance  of 
persons  arriving  from  Smallpox  areas.  Sometimes  contacts  of 
paratyphoid  cases  require  examination  to  ensure  that  they  are 
free  from  disease. 

Many  points  occur  during  the  year  and  are  dealt  with  in  a 
routine  manner. 

POPULATION 

The  estimated  population  of  the  Urban  District  at  the  30th 
June,  1970,  was  given  by  the  Registrar  General  as  17,870.  This 
is  a  decrease  of  40  from  the  estimate  made  at  the  same  time  in 
1969. 

BIRTHS 

241  live  births  were  registered  in  1970  giving  a  crude  birth 
rate  per  thousand  of  the  population  of  13.5.  When  adjusted  for 
comparison  purposes  by  the  application  of  the  comparability 
factor  of  1.07,  the  rate  is  14.4  which  compares  with  a  rate  of 
16.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

See  Summary  of  Statistics  and  Table  4. 

STILL-BIRTHS 

The  two  still  births  registered  give  a  rate  per  1,000  births 
Jive  and  still),  of  8.0  and  compare  with  a  rate  of  13.0  for 
England  and  Wales. 


INFANT  MORTALITY 

7  deaths  were  recorded  in  children  under  the  age  of  one 
year. 

These  give  an  infant  death  rate  per  thousand  live  births 
of  29.0  and  can  be  compared  with  an  England  and  Wales  rate 
of  18.0. 

PERINATAL  MORTALITY 

The  number  of  still  births  and  infant  deaths  occurring 
under  the  age  of  one  week  is  six  and  gives  a  rate  per  thousand 
live  and  still  births  of  25.0.  This  can  be  compared  with  a 
rate  of  23.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

DEATHS 

231  deaths  were  registered.  These  give  a  crude  death  rate 
per  thousand  of  the  population  of  12.9  which  after  adjustment 
by  the  application  of  the  comparability  factor  of  1.06  is  13.7. 

DEATHS  FROM  INDIVIDUAL  DISEASES 

The  231  deaths  are  set  out  in  Table  5  according  to  cause  and 
sex  distribution. 

DISEASE  OF  HEART  AND  CIRCULATORY  SYSTEM 

129  deaths  were  recorded  in  this  group — 68  males  and  61 
females. 

CANCER 

40  deaths — 22  men  and  18  women — were  recorded  in  this 
group. 

Deaths  per  thousand  of  the  population  are  set  out  in  the 
Summary  of  Statistics  with  comparative  figures  for  England  and 
Wales. 

7  deaths  occurred  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus — 
4  men  and  3  women.

PNEUMONIA  AND  BRONCHITIS 

There  were  6  deaths  from  pneumonia  and  15  from  bronchitis. 
Of  the  15  deaths  from  bronchitis  13  were  recorded  in  men.  These 
deaths  were  of  people  aged  55  and  over. 
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MATERNAL  DEATHS 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  recorded  in  the  Urban 
District. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

There  were  no  deaths  recorded  from  tuberculosis. 

ACCIDENTS 

9  persons — 5  males  and  4  females — died  as  the  result  of 
accidents. 

3  men  and  2  women  were  involved  in  motor  vehicle 
accidents,  an  elderly  man  and  woman  died  following  falls,  and 
an  elderly  man  died  following  an  accident  when  he  was  knocked 
down  by  a  pedal-cycle.  A  baby  aged  2  months  died  from 
inhalation  of  gastric  contents.  See  Table  8. 

SUICIDE 

1  man  and  1  woman  committed  suicide  both  by  barbiturate 
poisoning. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

133  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  1970. 
The  incidence  of  individual  diseases  was  :  Measles  110  ;  Food 
Poisoning  10 ;  Scarlet  Fever  7 ;  Infective  Jaundice  2 ; 
Tuberculosis  2  ;  Dysentery  1  ;  Malaria  1. 

MEASLES 

110  cases  were  notified.  71  per  cent  of  the  cases  occurred 
during  the  months  of  April  to  September. 

38  per  cent  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  5  to  9  age  group. 
This  number  of  cases  indicates  that  not  enough  children  have 
been  immunised  to  prevent  the  disease  spreading.  This  is 
important. 

FOOD  POISONING 

10  suspected  cases  were  notified — these  occurred  during  July 
and  August.  Only  two  families  were  involved.  Upon 
investigation  all  the  bacteriological  samples  were  found  to  be 
negative. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

7  cases  were  notified.  All  the  cases  occurred  in  children 
aged  9  and  under. 

INFECTIVE  JAUNDICE 

2  cases  were  notified — one  in  a  girl  aged  3,  and  the  other  in 
a  girl  aged  13. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

2  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified — both 
middle-aged  men. 

DYSENTERY 

1  suspected  case  was  notified  in  a  man  49  years  of  age. 
After  investigation  this  was  found  to  be  negative. 
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MALARIA 

1  case  was  notified — this  occurred  in  a  female  aged  23  and 
was  contracted  abroad. 

GERMAN  MEASLES 

Not  a  notifiable  disease.  Immunisation  of  13-year-old  girls 
has  commenced,  this  is  in  order  to  ensure  that  this  infection 
is  not  contracted  during  pregnancy  with  consequent  danger  to 
the  unborn  child  in  the  first  few  months  of  pregnancy. 

INFLUENZA 

The  outbreak  of  influenza  which  commenced  at  the  end  of 
1969  has  been  the  most  serious  for  many  years. 

Eight  deaths  of  Ripley  residents  had  influenza  as  a  cause  of 
death  on  the  Certificate. 

The  cases  who  died  were  spread  over  ages  59-91  years. 

In  most  cases  secondary  infection  played  a  part. 

All  these  deaths  occurred  within  the  brief  space  of  three 
weeks. 

It  is  possible  that  early  bacterial  surveillance  might  be  of 
considerable  assistance  in  pin  pointing  the  stage  at  which  spread 
of  bacteria  resistant  to  some  antibiotics  complicate  the  influenzal 
infection. 

SEXUALLY  TRANSMITTED  DISEASE 

This  seems  to  be  a  better  title  than  the  old  one  of  venereal 
disease.  Changing  habits,  education  and  the  Pill  amongst  other 
things  have  led  to  more  freedom.  This  inevitably  leads  to  more 
risk  of  acquiring  disease  transmitted  by  intercourse. 

National  figures  indicate  this  particularly  with  reference  to 
gonorrhoea.  Attention  was  drawn  to  this  during  the  year  and 
posters  giving  Special  Clinic  arrangements  have  been  displayed. 
Not  enough  publicity  is  given  to  the  existence  and  confidential 
nature  of  the  clinics. 

It  is  particularly  important  for  contacts  of  the  known  cases 
to  attend  for  check-up.  Tracing  and  persuasion  is  sometimes 
difficult.

FAMILY  PLANNING 

Support  is  given  wherever  possible  to  developments  in 
this  direction. 

An  abortion,  like  a  road  sign  indicating  “danger”,  shows  a 
failure.  If  the  road  is  dangerous  it  should  be  made  safe.  If  an 
abortion  is  carried  out  steps  should  be  taken  to  prevent  a 
similar  situation  happening  again  by  application  of  proper 
family  planning  methods. 

TRAVELLERS  ABROAD 

In  spite  of  annual  comments,  last-minute  vaccinations  and 
immunisations  are  carried  out.  There  seems  little  realisation 
that  some  people  can  be  “out  of  sorts”  for  a  while  after  these 
procedures.  In  addition,  full  protection  is  not  immediate.  The 
body  takes  some  time  to  build  up  its  defences  after  being 
stimulated.  The  wise  traveller  whether  on  pleasure  or  business 
reviews  his  documents  every  year  in  advance  of  foreign  travel. 

SMOKING  AND  HEALTH 

Information  and  supporting  comments,  posters  and 
encouragement  continue  to  be  a  feature  of  our  efforts  to  bring 
home  the  dangers  to  health  of  cigarette  smoking.  A  community 
habit  of  such  long  standing  must  take  some  time  to  alter. 

From  the  time  when  cigarettes  were  machine-made  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  avid  hordes,  consumption  increased  vastly, 
without  the  understanding  that  dangers  might  arise  as  a  result. 

Just  as  mustard  manufacturers  make  a  large  profit  out  of 
the  mustard  left  on  the  plate,  cigarette  manufacturers  make  a 
large  sum  out  of  continuously  burning  cigarettes. 

Because  of  English  taxes  the  expensive  last  millimetre  of  a 
cigarette  is  carefully  inhaled  ensuring  that  the  last  of  the  tar 
and  other  constituents  is  drawn  down  into  the  lungs. 

How  much  did  the  unthinking  “morale  boosting”  cigarette 
issue  during  the  last  war  encourage  a  further  exacerbation  of 
this  disastrous  increase  in  cigarette  smoking.  Sometimes  habit 
produces  unknown  results.  The  “Gentlemen  you  may  smoke” 
presumably  refers  to  cigars  and  not  to  cigarettes  ! 
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There  is  no  doubt  about  the  greater  awareness  of  the 
problem  and  more  people  have  stopped  smoking,  cut  it  down  or 
made  a  number  of  efforts  to  do  so. 

Recent  developments,  following  a  new  report  on  Smoking 
and  Health  give  us  great  encouragement. 

CLEAN  AIR 

The  Council’s  Clean  Air  programme  continues  slowly. 

Advantage  to  the  individual  provided  with  modern 
appliances  to  burn  fuel  more  economically,  is  immense.  Safer, 
warmer  houses  result. 

This  programme  in  connection  with  Improvement  Grant 
Schemes  and  Improvement  Areas  can  change  the  complexion 
of  a  town  in  more  ways  than  one  ! 

HEATING  AND  CLOTHING 

Marked  changes  in  clothing  materials  have  taken  place  as 
a  result  of  increases  in  heating  levels  in  houses,  shops,  cars  and 
other  places. 

More  and  more  houses  have  central  heating  installed  and 
the  level  of  warmth  in  the  house  generally  is  much  higher  than 
in  the  days  of  the  open  coal  fire.  Shops  and  offices  reflect  the 
same  changes  in  temperatures.  Cars  have  more  efficient  heating 
systems  as  do  many  public  service  vehicles. 

As  a  result  thinner,  lighter  clothing  worn  all  the  year  round 
is  very  common. 

Two  points  of  importance  arise.  More  money  is  paid  for 
warmer  houses.  This  is  a  deliberate  increase  in  expense  and  is 
often  forgotten,  although  higher  fuel  bills  are  often  quoted. 

In  case  of  failure  of  supplies,  accidents  or  catastrophes  there 
will  be  increased  risk  of  exposure  because  of  lack  of  adequate 
clothing  to  protect  from  bad  winter  weather  or  other  known 
exposure  dangers.  It  is  important  for  relief  workers  to  keep 
this  in  mind. 

A  considerable  amount  of  money  must  be  wasted  by 
inadequate  or  absent  thermostat  control.  Often  little  attempt  is 
made  to  regulate  heating  in  response  to  outside  temperature 
changes.  Control  systems  exist  for  this  purpose. 

Heating  and  Ventilation.  With  much  warmer  offices,  shops 
and  houses,  the  lack  of  air  change  due  to  absence  of  adequate 
ventilation  is  a  problem  for  visitors  at  least  if  not  for  some  staff. 
Closed  windows  or  shut  off  ventilation  fans  are  common 
occurrences,  “to  prevent  draughts”  it  is  often  said.  Much  more 
thought  should  be  given  to  changing  warm  air  to  give  a  slightly 
more  stimulating  atmosphere  and  to  remove  dust  particles  and 
infective  droplets.  “Colds  go  round  the  Office.” 
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GENERAL  PRACTITIONER  HOSPITALS 

In  reviewing  local  arrangements  and  giving  thought  to  their 
use,  convenience  and  availability,  these  small  hospitals  stand  out 
as  examples  of  how  a  community  can  be  served  locally. 

At  various  times  in  the  past  it  has  been  heard  with  dismay 
that  this  and  perhaps  other  hospitals  will  disappear.  This  quite 
clearly  is  an  administrator’s  outlook  and  little  real  thought  given 
to  the  number  of  people  who  become  a  “statistic”  when 
inconvenienced  and  sent  elsewhere  for  investigation  and 
treatment.  No  estimate  of  cost  of  travelling  time  or  waiting  time 
of  the  patient  is  made,  even  when  such  a  visit  results  merely 
in  “Come  again  next  month.” 

These  hospitals  are  a  community  facility.  They  assist  in 
bringing  together  General  Practitioners  and  associated  staff 
particularly  in  areas  where  Health  Centres  are  slow  in 
development.  In  fact  they  make  an  excellent  substitute. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

The  presentation  on  television  and  radio  of  matters  formerly 
dealt  with  only  by  Health  Education  Staff  has  increased  over  the 
years.  Items  are  written  into  programmes  and  examples  are 
seen — the  viewer  not  realising  his  continued  education  ! 

The  new  Health  Education  Council  replacing  the  old  Central 
Council  for  Health  Education,  takes  a  new  look  at  Health 
Education  problems  and  undertakes  research  into  these 
problems. 

The  poster  boards  were  used  throughout  the  year,  the  posters 
being  changed  monthly.  Contrary  to  much  opinion  these  posters 
are  seen  and  remarked  on.  The  following  topics  were 
illustrated  : — 

Keep  Your  Cold  to  Yourself 
Report  Rats 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination 
Smoking  and  Health 
Venereal  Disease. 

Our  most  useful  efforts  at  Health  Education  take  place  on 
a  person  to  person  basis.  The  Health  Department  staff  use  all 
reasonable  opportunities  to  impress  the  appropriate  points  on 
householders  and  others. 

CHRONICALLY  SICK  AND  DISABLED  PERSONS  ACT,  1970 

Most  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  apply  to  the  Welfare 
Authority,  now  Social  Services.  However,  the  arrangement  of 
premises  open  to  the  public  and  the  provisions  of  sanitary 
accommodation  have  special  consideration  in  the  Act.  These 
have  been  recommended  on  many  other  occasions. 
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Disabled  persons  are  now  much  more  mobile  than  ever 
before  and  are  seen  about  the  town  on  many  occasions.  Their 
need  to  enter  easily  and  safely  libraries,  post  offices  and  other 
public  buildings  must  be  kept  firmly  in  mind.  Their  need  for  a 
specially  large  toilet  compartment  must  be  remembered. 

Housing  authorities  have  also  to  keep  in  mind  the  needs  of 
these  people  in  their  provision  of  housing  accommodation. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  equipment  and  arrangements 
satisfactory  and  safe  for  the  handicapped  will  be  equally  safe 
for  ordinary  people  and,  in  fact,  might  be  more  so  than  the 
normal  arrangements  and  equipment. 

Kitchen  arrangements  for  handicapped  women  are 
particularly  important.  A  lack  of  facility  to  alter  heights  of 
equipment  readily  is  particularly  noticeable.  This  would  be 
valuable  for  people  of  different  statures  who  are  not 
handicapped. 

Of  interest  is  the  increased  wheeled  traffic  on  pavements. 
Prams  and  wheelchairs  are  usual  but  the  increase  in  wheeled 
aids,  shopping  bags  etc.,  is  quite  large.  The  need  for  dropped 
kerbs  and  good  surfaces  is  very  clear. 

HOME  SAFETY 

The  Secretary  of  the  Alfreton  and  Ripley  Home  Safety 
Committee  comments  as  follows  : — 

“1.  Water  Safety  Campaign. — This  campaign  originated  by 
Ro.S.P.A.  was  supported.  300  Emergency  Treatment  Cards 
(small  plastic  cards),  and  posters  were  purchased  and  distributed 
to  schools  in  the  area. 

2.  Help  for  the  Elderly. — The  Committee  are  trying  to  find 
a  solution  to  help  the  elderly  with  their  laundry  problems.  This 
came  out  of  a  discussion  on  the  difficulties  of  a  person  on  pension 
finding  money  to  replace  worn  out  or  dangerous  equipment. 
Again  this  came  from  a  report  of  a  home  accident  causing 
considerable  injury  and  shock  to  an  old  person  who  was 
considering  purchasing  second-hand  equipment. 

So  far  only  voluntary  sources  seem  to  be  able  to  help. 

3.  Gas  Pokers. — Following  an  accident  when  lighting  a 
poker,  leaflets  are  to  be  distributed. 

4.  Pocket  Alarm. — The  Committee  have  always  been 
interested  in  systems  enabling  old  people  to  call  for  help.  Most 
alarms  are  fixed  and  have  to  be  reached — difficult  after  an 
accident.  Investigation  into  these  pocket  alarms  is  being  carried 
out. 

5.  Poisons. — Publicity  arising  from  poisoning  of  persons 
from  weedkiller  placed  in  unsuitable  bottles  gives  rise  to  much 
concern.  Further  consideration  is  being  given  to  this. 
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6.  Essay  Competition. — The  Committee  have  run  a  number 
of  very  successful  poster  competitions  amongst  school  children. 
A  change  was  suggested  this  year  to  an  essay  competition.  This 
was  well  supported. 

7.  ‘Living  with  Electricity’. — Representatives  of  the  various 
community  services  attend  these  meetings.  The  Electricity 
Board  representatives  showed  this  interesting  film  to  the 
meeting. 

8.  Baths  and  Showers. — After  discussion  about  the  relevant 
merits  of  these  methods  of  bathing,  the  attention  of  the  two 
appropriate  Council  Committees  was  drawn  to  the  value  and 
safety  inherent  in  each  method.  Consideration  would  be  given 
when  next  designs  are  drawn  up.” 

A  useful  and  successful  year  by  an  active  and  cheerful 
Committee.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1970 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Ripley  Urban  District  Council : 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  tenth  Annual  Report. 

The  district’s  second  Smoke  Control  Order  has  been  made, 
appliances  are  being  changed,  and  the  Order  operates  from 
1st  July,  1971. 

The  main  sewerage  scheme  is  proceeding.  New  sewers  are 
being  laid  to  serve  Heage  Road  Industrial  Site,  Chadwick  Grave 
and  Street  Lane  and  the  new  Northern  Sewage  Works  is  under 
construction  including  a  modern  sludge  pressing  plant. 

The  Lons  Garden  Estate  of  over  eighty  local  authority 
houses  is  under  construction  and  increased  grants  are  available 
for  the  improvement  of  older  houses.  There  now  seems  to  be 
no  logical  reason  why  houses  continue  to  exist  without  bath¬ 
rooms  and  with  bucket  lavatories. 

The  Swimming  Baths,  which  seem  to  have  been  little  more 
than  a  dream  for  so  long  in  the  town,  appear  to  be  becoming 
a  reality. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  progress  towards  making  the 
town  a  better  place  in  which  to  live  and  work  and  the  support 
of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee, 
and  the  work  of  the  staff  of  the  department  has  been  much 
appreciated.

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FOOD 


The  Department  provides  a  free  advisory  service  available 
for  all  food  traders.  It  is  concerned  with  the  fitness  of  food 
for  human  consumption,  the  construction  of  food  premises  and 
standards  of  hygiene.  It  is  part  of  the  responsibility  to  ensure 
that  food  is  clean  and  wholesome  and  develops  from  the 
responsibility  for  the  enforcement  of  legal  standards. 

Slaughterhouses 

The  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  town  closed  during  the  year. 

Poultry  Inspection 

There  is  no  poultry  processing  plant  in  this  area,  but  at 
two  premises  the  following  birds  were  processed  : — 

100  capons,  100  hens  and  120  turkeys. 

None  of  these  were  rejected  as  unfit. 

Food  Surrendered  or  Condemned 

In  the  course  of  general  food  inspection  duties,  1  ton  10  cwts. 
44  lbs.  of  unsound  food  were  surrendered  or  were  condemned 
in  1970.

Food  Hygiene 

Most  of  the  work  in  promoting  satisfactory  standards  of 
cleanliness  in  food  businesses  is  of  an  advisory  nature  and 
persuasion  is  widely  used  to  remedy  unsatisfactory  conditions. 
It  is  customary  to  resort  to  court  proceedings  only  in  the  more 
serious  cases. 

60  premises  were  inspected. 

Sampling 

6  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  biological  examination 
for  brucella  abortus.  This  is  a  disease  of  cattle  which  causes 
abortion  and  can  be  passed  to  man  through  the  consumption 
of  unpasteurised  milk  or  cream  from  an  infected  animal.  All 
the  results  were  negative.  Sampling  is  also  carried  out  by  the 
County  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food. 

Working  Conditions  in  Offices  and  Shops 

During  1970,  two  premises  became  registered  in  the  district. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  the  total  numbers  of  the  various  types 
of  premises  registered  by  the  local  authority  were  as  set  out 
in  Table  11. 

16  visits  were  paid  to  registered  premises  during  the  year. 
Details  are  give  in  Table  11. 

Contraventions 

A  total  of  10  contraventions  of  the  Offices,  Shops  &  Railway 
Premises  Act,  1963,  or  of  regulations  made  under  the  Act  were 
detected  in  1970.  Details  of  the  various  types  of  contraventions 
are  given  in  Table  11. 
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No  proceedings  have  been  taken  during  1970  but  the 
enforcement  of  the  Act  continues. 

Accidents 

2  non-fatal  accidents  were  reported  during  the  year.  The 
premises  in  which  the  accidents  occurred  were  as  follows  : —

The  commonest  causes  of  accidents  are  falls,  handling  of 
goods,  the  use  of  various  hand  tools  and  stepping  on  or  striking 
against  an  object  or  person.

Voluntary  Housing  Improvements 

In  order  to  speed  up  the  rate  of  house  improvement,  the 
Housing  Act,  1969,  introduced  more  generous  assistance  for 
people  who  want  to  improve  and  modernise  sound  older  homes. 
There  are  now  no  conditions  to  comply  with  after  improvement, 
nothing  to  pay  back  even  if  you  sell,  and  improved  houses 
qualify  for  the  payment  of  more  realistic  rents  by  tenants. 

During  the  last  11  years  the  Council  has  made  72  discre¬ 
tionary  and  515  Standard  Grants  which  have  assisted  in 
providing  the  following  amenities  : —

In  Ripley  Urban  District,  according  to  the  1961  Census  : 

17  houses  were  without  a  cold  water  tap  in  the  house  (8 
shared  this  facility). 

1,054  households  were  without  a  hot  water  tap  (3  shared). 

1,510  households  were  without  water  closet  within  or  attached 
to  the  building  (13  shared). 

It  is  currently  estimated  that : — 

1,350  are  without  hot  and  cold  water  at  three  points 
835  are  without  a  fixed  bath. 

1,150  are  without  an  internal  water  closet. 

710  are  without  all  three. 

These  include  a  number  of  Council  houses. 

Multi-occupation 

Multi-occupation  is  virtually  non-existent  in  this  area. 

Compulsory  Improvements 

The  Housing  Act,  1964,  has  given  power,  in  certain  circum¬ 
stances,  for  the  Council  to  require  improvements  to  be  carried 
out. 

The  Act  provides  that  any  tenant  occupying  a  dwelling 
which  is  without  one  or  more  of  the  standard  amenities  (viz.: 
a  sink,  bath  or  shower  in  a  separate  room,  hot  water 
system,  wash  hand  basin,  inside  water  closet)  may  make 
representations  in  writing  to  the  local  authority  with  a  view 
to  the  exercise  of  their  power  to  compel  owners  to  provide  these 
amenities.  Two  such  applications  were  considered  by  the 
Council.  In  both  cases,  it  was  decided  that  to  serve  notices 
would  cause  financial  hardship  to  the  owners  (both  old-age 
pensioners)  and  notices  were  not  served. 

Unfit  Houses 

Malthouse  Yard  has  been  declared  a  Clearance  Area,  a 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order  has  been  made  and  occupants  are 
being  rehoused  as  soon  as  suitable  accommodation  can  be  found. 

10  Demolition  Orders  and  11  Closing  Orders  were  made  on 
individual  unfit  houses  and  1  undertaking  to  repair  was  accepted. 

The  amount  of  this  work  depends  on  the  rate  at  which 
occupants  of  unfit  properties  can  be  rehoused. 
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Pail  Closets 

There  are  now  58  pail  closets  in  the  area.  None  has  a 
sewer  available  so  that  compulsory  action  cannot  be  taken  for 
their  abolition  until  sewer  extensions  are  made.  Persuasion 
by  means  of  the  offer  of  50  per  cent  grants  under  Section  47 
of  the  Public  Health  Act  for  closet  conversions  or  Standard 
Improvement  Grants  is  the  only  course  available,  and  this 
continues.

Caravans 

There  are  5  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  area  containing  5 
residential  caravans  and  2  caravans  for  holiday  purposes. 

The  travelling  scrap  dealers  remain  a  problem  to  which  the 
only  answer  appears  to  be  municipal  sites.  The  provision  of 
sites  in  this  county  is  urgently  necessary,  if  the  continued 
nuisance  and  health  hazard  from  this  source  are  to  be  abated 
and  the  County  Council  have  the  responsibility  to  make  this 
provision. 
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CLEAN  AIR 

The  Council  made  its  first  smoke  control  area  covering  the 
Hartshay  Hill  Estate  which  operates  from  the  1st  March,  1969. 
The  improvement  is  already  noticeable.  Work  on  No.  2  area 
the  Holly  Bush  Farm  and  West  Avenue  Estates  is  in  progress 
and  operates  from  the  1st  July,  1971.  The  alteration  of  appli¬ 
ances  has  proceeded  smoothly,  but  the  grant  limits  fixed  in 
1966  are  not  generous.  Many  householders,  however,  regard 
them  as  a  welcome  contribution  to  their  central  heating  system 
which  they  intended  to  install  in  any  case. 

It  is  important  to  remember  that  pollution  from  domestic 
chimneys  is  emitted  at  low  velocity,  at  a  low  level  and  contains 
a  relatively  high  proportion  of  soot,  tar  and  other  unburnt 
constituents.  Moreover,  domestic  smoke  pollution  is  very  much 
a  local  matter  and  depends  on  the  density  of  the  population 
and  its  coal  consumption  in  a  relatively  small  surrounding  area. 
In  other  words,  small  towns  even  in  country  districts  can  be 
as  dirty  as  large  towns. 

There  is  no  technical  problem  as  far  as  domestic  pollution 
is  concerned.  It  is  a  matter  of  ceasing  to  use  raw  coal  on  the 
domestic  grate — other  than  naturally  smokeless  fuels — and  of 
using  manufactured  fuels,  gas,  electricity  or  oil. 

No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  due  to  shortage  of  either 
premium  or  non-premium  solid  smokeless  fuels. 

It  is  now  an  offence  to  obtain  solid  smoke-producing  fuel 
for  use  in  a  smoke  control  area  or  to  sell  such  fuel  by  retail 
for  delivery  to  premises  in  such  an  area. 

Five  applications  for  approval  of  chimney  heights  were 
dealt  with. 

The  recent  legislation,  which  considerably  improved  the 
arrangements  for  approval  of  chimney  heights,  also  increased 
the  size  of  a  furnace  exempt  from  these  requirements.  Deve¬ 
lopers  have  been  quick  to  notice  that  the  use  of  two  or  three, 
or  even  six  or  more  separate  furnaces  has  enabled  them  to 
completely  evade  these  requirements. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  supply  is  by  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board,  of 
which  the  Ripley  Urban  District  Council  is  a  constituent 
authority.  A  mains  supply  is  available  almost  throughout  the 
whole  of  the  District,  which  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity.  There  is  no  source  or  treatment  works  in  the  area. 

The  Water  Board  makes  regular  examinations  of  the  water 
going  into  supply.  As  all  water  is  chlorinated  before  being 
passed  into  supply,  the  majority  of  samples  are  taken  after 
treatment. 
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Typical  chemical  and  bacteriological  results  are  given  in 
Table  9. 

Only  the  proportion  of  the  supply  obtained  from  the 
Derwent  Valley  Water  Board  is  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action. 
Under  the  Derwent  Valley  Act,  1899,  water  supplied  by  the 
Board  is  required  to  be  treated  by  them  for  the  prevention  of 
such  action  before  the  water  is  delivered  to  any  of  the 
constituent  undertakings. 

Water  samples  are  only  taken  by  the  Health  Department 
as  an  occasional  check  and  in  cases  of  complaint  or  from 
private  supplies. 

The  Council  has  informed  the  County  Council  of  their 
approval  in  principle  of  the  fluoridation  of  the  public  water 
supplies. 

The  water  continues  to  be  harder  than  is  desirable  and 
lack  of  pressure  arises  from  a  number  of  houses  being  served 
by  joint  service  pipes  in  wrought-iron  which  is  aggravated 
by  the  presence  of  lime.  The  Council  has  agreed  to  make 
grants  in  respect  of  the  provision  of  separate  service  pipes 
where  pressure  is  inadequate  and  this  will  help  towards  solving 
this  problem. 

The  Water  Board  is  installing  softening  plant  at  the 
Homesford  Works  to  deal  with  the  hardness  problem  but  this 
has  not  improved  the  position  and  the  lime  already  deposited 
is  still  there  to  cause  future  problems. 

The  hardness  figures  for  the  past  eight  years  are  given 
in  Table  9. 


NOSSE 

Complaints  of  noise  have  continued  to  arise  from  time  to 
time. 

Factories  are  sited  among  dwelling  houses  and  noise  com¬ 
plaints  are  inevitable.  Every  effort  is  made  to  reduce  noise 
but  with  varying  success.  The  most  common  cause  of  complaint 
is  of  the  barking  of  dogs.  The  only  remedy  for  industrial  noise 
is  the  separation  of  houses  and  industry  by  means  of  planning 
control.  Traffic  noise  increases  due  to  the  lack  of  a  by-pass 
road. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  sewerage  arrangements  for  the  area  are  not  adequate. 
Some  are  of  insufficient  size,  some  are  defective  due  to 
subsidence,  most  are  overloaded,  and  some  areas  are  without 
sewers.  All  the  works  are  either  unsatisfactory  or  so  over¬ 
loaded  as  to  be  unable  regularly  to  produce  an  effluent  to 
Royal  Commission  standards. 


A  major  scheme  is  in  progress  for  New  Sewage  Works  on 
the  present  site  of  Northern  Sewage  Works,  the  provision  of 
sewers  for  the  Heage  Road  Industrial  Site,  Chadwick  Grave 
and  Street  Lane,  including  a  new  pumping  station  and  rising 
main. 

The  remaining  work  includes  : — 

New  pumping  station  at  Street  Lane  Sewage  Works,  and 
rising  main  into  Marehay  sewage  System. 

New  outfall  sewer  from  Southern  Works  at  Marehay 
Sewage  Works. 

New  sewage  works  on  the  present  site  of  the  Marehay 
Sewage  Works. 

Improvements  to  Heage  Sewage  Works. 

New  pumping  station  at  Derby  Road,  Ambergate,  and 
rising  main  to  existing  outfall  to  existing  pumping  station 
alongside  the  railway  embankment. 

Extension  of  Thacker  Wood  Sewage  Works  and  provision 
of  sludge  pressing  plant. 

New  sewers  to  serve  Slack  Lane,  Nether  Heage,  Heage  Firs, 
Nether  Heage,  Lower  Hartshay  and  Derby  Road,  Amber- 
gate. 

Sewer  Extensions  at  Newbridge  Road  and  New  Road, 
Heage,  have  been  approved.

CESSPOOLS  AND  SEPTIC  TANKS 

There  are  now  142  cesspools  in  the  district  and  the  Council 
undertakes  their  emptying  free  of  charge.  Two  vehicles  are 
used,  one  of  which  is  a  combined  cesspool/gully  emptier.  The 
improvement  grant  scheme  is  increasing  this  work  and  the 
sewer  extensions  will  bring  welcome  relief.  The  road  gullies 
are  emptied  four  times  a  year.  The  Council  prefers  the  use  of 
septic  tanks  instead  of  cesspools  where  the  nature  of  the  soil 
permits  them. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  area,  the 
nearest  being  at  Alfreton,  approximately  four  miles  away.  The 
scheme  to  erect  them  in  Ripley  now  seems  to  be  coming  to 
fruition. 
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PUBLIC  GLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection 

A  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  maintained  through¬ 
out  the  year.  Large  items  are  collected  free  by  arrangement. 

The  service  falls  short  of  the  best  present-day  practices  in 
the  following  respects  : — 

(a)  There  is  no  municipal  dustbin  scheme,  so  that  the  bins 
provided  are  of  assorted  shapes  and  sizes,  in  all  kinds  of 
conditions,  and  there  is  a  continuous  fight  to  keep  unsuitable 
receptacles  such  as  dolly  tubs,  oil  drums,  buckets,  baths  and 
the  like  out  of  use. 

(b)  The  scheme  is  not  dustless  and  this  raises  problems  of  the 
spillage  of  refuse  and  of  the  hazards  to  health  to  the  men 
who  have  to  work  in  such  dusty  conditions. 

A  short  term  productivity  scheme  is  in  operation  which 
pays  a  10  per  cent  bonus  for  equivalent  financial  savings. 

Provision  of  Dustbins  and  Paper  Sack  Holders 

The  Council  supplies  dustbins  and  paper  sack  holders  at 
cost  price,  plus  a  small  delivery  charge,  and  70  dustbins  were 
sold  under  this  scheme,  together  with  five  paper  sack  holders 
and  one  stand.  Where  paper  sack  holders  are  purchased,  sacks 
are  supplied  free  of  charge. 

Trade  Waste 

The  fee  for  collection  of  trade  waste  from  certain  premises 
is  £1  12s.  6d.  for  each  additional  receptacle.

Refuse  Disposal 

Controlled  tipping  takes  place  at  the  Waingroves  Refuse 
Tip.  Operations  there  are  satisfactory.  A  Bristol  Taurus  Tractor 
is  in  use. 

The  main  problems  are  vandalism,  tip  fires  and  the  blowing 
about  of  paper  in  windy  weather. 

Transport  and  Vehicle  Maintenance 

Further  improvements  to  the  garage  were  made.  Improved 
sanitary  accommodation  has  been  provided  and  heating  arrange¬ 
ments  are  being  modernised.  Vehicle  maintenance  with  Test 
Certificates,  and  rear  markings,  ‘O’  licences,  H.G.V.  licences, 
etc.,  becomes  more  complicated  and  increases  costs.
